NASHVILLE, Tenn. — A significant 
gain in number of students enrolled in 


- educational programs sponsored by 
the Seminary Extension Department . 


of. Southern Baptists’ six’ seminaries 
fas, been announced by the depart- 
ment. - ( 

Raymond M. Rigdon, department 
director, reported that enrollment 
jumped from 4,748 in the academic 
year 1971-72 to 4,965 for 1972-73, or a 
gain of more than 4.5 percent. 

Forty-two states and nine foreign 
countries were represented in this stu- 
dent body, These figures. represent 
only “the number of persons who en- 

- rolléd during the year. 

More than 800 additional persons 
continued work on _ correspondence 
courses_in which they had enrolled 
during the previous year. Thus ap- 
proximately 5,800 persons received 
training through Seminary Extension 
last. yéar. 

“We are grateful for the Saccbantng 
number of pastors and key lay lead- . 
ers: who are turning to Seminary Ex- 
tension for serious’ study - opportuni- 
ties,” Dr. Rigdon said. ‘‘We are Iiv-- 
ing in a day when any pastor, if he 
meets the needs of his’ people, must 


make disciplined study a part of his * 


daily lifestyle.” pk hgh se hein 
While total course enrollments 
‘(number of courses taken by students) 
were slightly “down (6,973 this past 
year compared with -6,998 a year 
earlier), Dr. Rigdon observed—that 
since 1969 total course enrollments 
has jumped from 6,308 to 6,973, or 
an increase of more than,10%”over a 
-four-year period. The number of ex- 


tension centers increased from 192 in 


1969-70 to 208 last year. 

Rigdon further cited a 25% increase 
in correspondence course enrollments 
in ‘the first thre® months “(August- 
October) of the | currem academic 
year.

More believers than- ever in 1973 
gave the winds a mighty voice. Plaris 
were laid for a new Christian TV sta- 
tion in Chicago; Christian Broadcast- 
ing Network was given KXTX-TV as 
a gift in Dallas to add to its increas- 
ing outreach; Carl Mclntire lost 
WXUR in Media, Pa., after the FCC 
ruled he had violated its fairness doc- 
trige. The- preacher took to the seas 
with his pirate station, “Radio Free 
America,” but the operation’ was 
short-lived, Senator Sam Ervin, folk 
hero of the Watergate hearings, sided 
with. McIntire, chiding the FCC for 
vidlatirig the First Amendment’s guar- 
antee of a free press. 

The door opened for construction of 
a million-watt missionary radio sta- 
tion on Cyprus; Trans World Radio 
announced plans to raise.a tower in 
Swaziland; Moody Bible Institute pur- 
chased Radio Station WKES in Ten- 
hessee; Canadians proposed an asso- 
ciation of Christian broadcasters; the 
National Religious Broddcasters held 
its largest convention in Washington; 
the FCC gave only short-term licenses 
to Bob Jones U stations; denomina- 
tions launched bold media efforts, in- 


eluding cable transmission; the

A messenger is nothing without a 
message.

THE BAPTISM 

The public ministry of Jesus began 
that day when he appeared near the 
Jordan and submitted himself to John 
for baptism. Of course, John vigor- 
ously protested. But Jesus insisted. 

The baptism of Jesus did not have 
the same meaning for him as it does 
for us, since he had no confession of: 
Sin to make or necessity for bearing 
witness: to the experience of a ne w 
way of life. (1) It was a moment of 
decision. For thirty years he had 
been Betting ready to do what His 
Father had sent him to do. Now he 
had realized that John was the fore- 
runner and the time was now to ans- 
wer the summons and the cltallenge 


of God. (2) It was a moment to ap- - 


prove John’s ministry. In effect, Je- 
sus was saying; I agree with your - 
message and your-insistence tq shor-- 
your thoughts in action_like baptism. 
(3) It was the endorsement of bap- 
tism as an ordinance, Because of -his 
baptism, his words were more mean- 
ingful when he called for the disciples 
to “teach all nations and baptize 
them.” (4) It was a moment of 
approval by the Father. 

John saw the approval of God and 
realized his purpose had been fulfill- 
ed. Jesus- heard the words, “Thou 
art my beloved son in whom I am well 
pleased.” Jesus knew from that mo- 
ment that he was the Servant of the 
Lord. The presence of the Spirit was 
to be his aid.
